1 . This office action is responsive to communication filed on July 28, 2008. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 3-10, 18-20 and 26-42 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In the office 
action mailed on May 23, 2008, examiner allowed method claims 3-10, 18-20 and 26- 
28. Applicant has added claim 29-42 in which claims 29 and 41 are independent claims. 
New independent claim 29 corresponds substantially to previously allowed independent 
claim 18 and allowed for same reasons as applied to claim 18 previously. New 
independent claim 41 corresponds substantially to previously allowed independent 
claim 19 and allowed for same reasons as applied to claim 19 previously. Dependent 
claims are allowed for being dependent upon allowable claims. Therefore, Claims 3-10, 
18-20 and 26-42 are in allowable condition.
